FALL ACP PROGRAM FOR COVER 
| CROPS 


“The 1956 Agricultural ‘Conservation Program for Virginia 
again includes a practice of seeding winter cover crops on 
those fields where a vegetative cover over winter is neces- 
sary to protect the soil from erosion. 


“When the practice is approved for a farm by the county 
ASC committee for the county in which the farm is located, 
the Government will share the cost of performing the prac- 
tice with the farmer to the extent of $2.80 per acre where 
as much as 20 pounds of crimson clover is seeded, or $1.25 
per acre for a seeding cf annual ryegrass, hairy vetch, Aus- 
trian winter peas, rye, or mixtures of these crops is seeded. 
In addition to this, the Government. will share in the cost of 
fertilizer approved and used to the extent of $1.00 per 100 
pounds. This practice and these rates were announced early 
in the year, and in those counties where funds are available 
for county committees to approve the practice, it might well 
result in a considerable increase in demand for seed of 
‘ these crops.” 


How to Fertilize and Seed a Pasture 


If the field has not been limed recently plow or disc in 
about a ton per acre before seeding. Deep roots withstand 
droughts. Encourage deep root growth by plowing down 
one-half of the fertilizer. Harrow in the rest just before 
seeding. Use 2-12-12 on heavy or rich soils. Use 5-10-10 
on light or poor soil. Up to 1,000 lbs. per acre pays. 


The secret of good stands is seed shallow on firm seed 
beds and press the seed to the soil. Grass and clover seed- 
lings have short roots and must catch hold quickly or die. 
They smother out if covered over one-fourth inch on heavy 
soils or one-half inch on light sandy soils. Before planting, 
harrow and roll until seedbed is firm. Harrow the seed in 
very lightly then press firm with cultipacker or roll. 


Sow 25 lbs. per acre in early fall so the seedlings can 
grow deep roots to withstand winter freezing and thawing.
